Transaction Tax For Old Age Pensions 


The action of the San Bernardino county board of supervis- 
ors in adopting a resolution endorsing the general welfare act 
embodying the theory of Dr. Townsend that old age pensions 
ghould be financed by the ‘federal government will meet with 
general approval of the citizens of the county. The plan of 
the General Welfare Legion provides for a transactions tax 
approximating 2 per cent by which pensions would be paid all 
over 60 years of age not gainfully employed, the maximum pen-| 
sion to be $200. per month. ! 

The San Bernardino Sun makes the following very sensible 
comment on the action taken by the supervisors : 

“The board of supervisors of San Bernardino county is charg- 
ed with the serious duty of protecting the interests of local tax- 
payers, and hence is most sensitive to governmental expenses that 
must be financed out of local revenues. : 

“In such an atmosphere the board has voted endorsement of 
the general welfare act which embodies the theory of Dr. Town- 
send that old age pensions should be financed by a Federal trans- 
action tax. 

“Jt is the theory of the board of supervisors that local taxa- 
tion for old age aid will, within a very few years, become ex- 
tremely burdensome. A very considerable part of the tax in- 
crease which property owners must pay this year is to meet the 
mandatory provisions of Federal and state laws for old age aid. 

“Old age aid is here to stay. It is no passing fancy of the 
people. The bill is now a very large item of local and state ex- 
pense. And the bill will grow larger. 

“But the financial plan of the present old age aid is faulty. As 
the law now stands the cost must be paid in considerable part by 
a tax upon homes and farms, the owners of which have plenty of 
responsibilities of their own. The salaries and wages of many 
of these home owners are also taxed to finance their own retire- 
ment under the separate social security act. Thus a large class 
of people are required to pay for their own retirement and at the 
same time pay for old age aid for others. 

“Under the liberalization of the old age aid act and its ad- 
ministration many of those who are legally entitled to aid are not 
indigents. They are permitted to have $3,500 of assessed value 
of property, which means $7,000. Sons and daughters with in- 
comey larger than some taxpayers are being excused from con- 
tributing to their parents’ support because they have pressing 
obligations of their own. 

“Qut of such a situation is certain to come dissatisfaction. 
Men and women who are paying direct payroll taxes to finance 
their own retirement are not going to submit, without resent- 
ment, to the payment of high taxes on their homes to provide 
for the retirement of others. 

“There is necessity in this nation, if there are to be old age 
pensions and retirement grants, for some sort of a broad tax 
that would fall upon all people with equity. Under the existing 
set-up a few economic royalists are not paying the cost, but 
millions of men and women of moderate circumstances are pay- 
ing for their own retirement and for the so-called pensions for 
others. - 

“Dr. Townsend has proposed a Federal transaction tax to fall 
upon all the people. And certainly if there is to be equity there 
must be some such tax. 

“Congress, because the powers-that-be at Washington set out 
to discredit Dr. Townsend, is reluctant to even examine his pro- 
posal. We think before many years pass, during which it will 
hear much from people who will oppose the existing inequitable 
arrangement, Congress will have to examine the Townsend pro- 

for a transaction tax. We do not have to accept Dr. Town- 
gend’s idea of $200 a month or a requirement that it all be spent 
in a month, to find more common sense in his idea than in the 
present social security act. 

“Congress certainly should insist upon the creation of a com- 
mission, the duty of which would be to report to the country how 
much money a 2 per cent transaction tax would raise and what 
would be the effect of such a tax upon the economic structure of 
the country. We grant that a true transaction tax is probably 
impossible, because in some lines of business there are more 
transactions from the producer to the consumer than in compet- 
ing lines. But that certainly is nothing more than a matter of 
adjustment. 

“The country has determined to march forward with the great 
humanitarian theory of pensions or retirement grants for the aged. 

“We think they should be called annuities and that we should 
all :pay for our own in the form of a compulsory Federal tax as 
we go through life and that these annuities should be ours at 65 
without a lot of costly bookkeeping and governmental red-tape 
and without regard to whether we have not a dollar or a million 
dollars. 

“The action of the supervisors in endorsing the general wel- 
fare act was proper and in the interest of the aged and the local 
taxpayer.” . 


There seems to be no doubt that pensions for the needy aged 
are here to stay—and the method of raising the necessary 
money is the only debatable question. As The Sun states, the 
supervisors of this county have been much concerned about the 
unfair method of raising money for the aged and for other kinds 
of relief. Real estate cannot stand all this expense. A vast 
amount of real estate yields no income whatever and the in- 
evitable result of excessive taxation of such property is that 
it will be lost to the owners. Thousands upon thousands of 
persons who have no real estate have much greater income 
than do property owners—in fact, it is not uncommon to hear 
remarks from people that they do not own real property be- 
cause it is so heavily taxed. 

We believe—along with many others—that a federal trans- 
action tax is the fairest tax that can be levied for old age pen- 
sions. As is the case with the California sales tax—and also 
the tax on gasoline—those who can afford and do buy most are 
the ones who pay the largest amount of tax. There is no doubt 
that real property cannot be taxed to such an extent that it 
will provide money to pay old age pensions and all other forms 
of relief. The amount demanded for that purpose for the com- 
ing year in this county is more than the entire expense of run- 
ning the county a few years ago—and it will increase enor- 
mously. 

We believe the $200 per month per person specified by Dr. 
Townsend for old age pensions is too much. That sum is not 
essential to keep aged persons in comfortable cirecumstances— 
which in the case of a married couple would be $400 per month 
-~and is much more than the income of a great majority of fam- 
ilies in the nation who live comfortably and also have many

Final Approval—Sum 
| Is Set Aside 





With the PWA granting $185,- 
000 to Chaffey for construction of 
& new auditorium, Upland officials 
have new hope of receiving a final 
approval on the city hall project. 

Application for the city hall con- 
struction was not filed with the 
PWA until several months after 
the auditorium project was for- 
mally sought. City officials have 

" been given the assurance the local 

project meets with all require- 
ments. Upland leaders have done 
all that is possible to obtain the 
grant and a final approval is an- 
ticipated. 

Formal request for assistance in 
constructing a new city hall was 
filed by the city in December. The 
auditorium request went to the 
PWA in October of last year. 

4 , Sum of f€arly $40,000 is set 
aside by the ‘council for the local 
share in construction of the munic- 
ipal building. This money came 
from the sale of the city’s young 

j lemon grove. The fact that this 
sum has been actually set aside for 
the city hall construction is ex- 
pected to be a major factor in the 
final consideration by the PWA of 
this project. 

While there has been no final de- 
cision on the matter, the tentative 
site for the city hall is on the “D 
street park,” at D street and Sec- 
ond avenue. Estimated cost of the 
structure is approximately $75,000. 

Many improvements were given 
approval on Tuesday when an- 
nouneement was made here that 
the Chaffey auditorium construc- 
tion was assured in the allocation 
of $185,000. 

California received $8,000,000 in 

Public Works administration allo- 
cations and the county’s share in 
this huge federal spending pro- 
gram is $540,192. The Chaffey 
district received the largest PWA 
allotment. 
_ Guasti shared in the grants, re- 
ceiving $23,625 for school pur- 
poses. Other county grants by the 
PWA included San Bernardino 
city schools, $133,208; Needles

School Program an 
Three “Rs” Will Be 
Featured at Fair 


How theory and practice are be- 
ing coordinated in the three Rs of 
modern education as compared 
with the days of the little old red 
schoolhouse will be presented to 
hundreds of thousands at Los An- 
geles County fair in Pomona, Sept. 
17 to Oct. 3, as the result of one 
of the most remarkable public 
school exhibits ever attempted in 
the southland.

Water Basin Data 
At San Bernardino 
Presented in Book 


Those in touch with the irri- 
gation water situation here are 
awaiting with interest publica- 
tion of a 40-page book by the 
San Bernardino Valley Conserva- 
tion district concerning the im 
proved situation in the under- 
ground basin in that district. 

Water levels there have made 
a@ remarkable recovery, according 
to reports from the association. 
The increase, however, has not 
made up for the loss sustained 
during the 14-year low period up 
to, thie winter. Wells located in| 
the area northeast of Redlands 
are showing continued clim> but 
in other sections the level is go- 
ing down. 

The conservation association, 
which regularly measures about 
300 wells located in San Bernar- 
dino valley, has established that 
75 pe¥ cent of the wells reached 
their peak in June. Charts are 
being made for publication. The 
pamphlet will give a record of 
the water situation in San Ber- 
mardino valley during the past 
few years and will contain ar- 
ticles explaining trends. 

In this district water levels in 
the underground basins are re- 
ported to be higher than last 
year at this time.

Outlook Good for Big Crop 
With Growers Hoping to 
Get $25 Per Ton 











Increase in grape prices of at 
least $5 a ton is expected for the 
September vineyard crop al- 
though many growers are hoping 
to get at least $10 a ton more 
than they got in 1936. , 

Rollin R. McKennet, horticul- 
tural inspector in the Cucamonga 
district, hag reported that some 
wineries have offered to buy 

at $20 a tcn. This figure 
Sapares with $15 a ton at which 
the crop was sold last year. 
Members of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Grape Growers aszociation 
and others are asking $25 a ton. 

The crop is expected to be 
fairly large, John P. Coy, county 
horticultural commissioner, esti- 
mating the producticn at abut 
80 per cent normal. Some of the 
grapes were damaged by mildew 
during the wet spring but the 
losg will not be lange. 

Because of the wet spring, Mr. 
McKennet explained that grcw- 
ers had to spend more in the care 
of the crop and for that reason 
$25 a ton is being scught. 

In the county are 1,326 vine- 
yards with a total of 26,280 acres. 
The county is the second largest 
grower of wine grapes in the 
state and is eighth in raisin and 
table grapes. 

Picking of table grapes i; un- 
derway with the harvest of the 
wine grapes schedu'ed to be 
started within a short time.
